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Planning Board Explains Reasons 
For Proposed Amendments 


The Planning Board of the Town 
of Andover has recommended four 
amendments to the Zoning Law 
which are intended to make the law 
more workable and clear up some 
ambiguities. These amendments 
may be read in the town warrant. 

The first amendment adds at the 
end of paragraph 1 of Section IX 
dealing with the size of lots in 
Single Residence and Educational 
districts a proviso designed to 
give more discretion to the Board 
of Appeals in cases where it would 
otherwise be impossible under the 
Zoning Law to permit an owner of 
two adjoining houses to sell one of 
them. If, for example, two houses 
were owned by one person with a 
frontage for both houses of only 
148 feet, it would be impossible un- 
der the Zoning Law for the owner 
to divide his frontage in half and 
sel] one of the houses. Relief has 
been given in such a case by the 
Board of Appeals under the statutes 
of the Commonwealth permitting a 
variance in the Zoning Law, but it 
is felt by the Planning Board that 
the Zoning Law itself should give 
the Board of Appeals discretion to 
grant relief in such a case. 

The second and third amend- 
ments are designed to clear up any 
ambiguity regarding the set-back 
provisions on corner lots. These 
amendments add a new sentence to 
Paragraph 4 of Section IX, and a 
new clause at the end of Paragraph 
5 of Section IX. 

The Zoning Law at the present 
time has been interpreted by the 
Board of Appeals as providing that

The fourth amendment adds at 
the end of Section XII a new para- 
graph which is designed to make 
the Zoning Law more work- 
able by providing for associate 
members who may take the place 
of regular members of the Board of 
Appeals when a regular member is 
unable to act because of illness or 
interest in the subject matter of 
the petition or for any other reason.
